Utah Senate to uphold photo-cop veto 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Senate won’t join in efforts to override a 
governor’s veto of a bill curtailing the use of controversial “photocop” speed 
traps. 

Senate President Arnold Christensen said his 28 colleagues don’t wish to 
join their Utah House counterparts in an override session. 

House Speaker Craig Moody predicted his troops could deliver the two- 
thirds majority needed to override the veto and reinstate a measure limiting 
the use of photo-radar to school zones. 

But he needs the Senate, and senators aren’t interested. 

“We'll not want to override,” said Christensen. 

It would take 20 votes in the 29-member Senate to override the governor. 
Telephone polling of the members Thursday and Friday showed at least 13 
oppose an override session, said Secretary of the Senate M. Eugene Bridges. 

“There’s no official decision at this point. But based on that, it’s quite 
obvious there is not going to be any veto override,” Bridges said. 

A formal decision is set for March 31. 

More than a dozen residents have called the Senate offices complaining 
about Bangerter’s veto. 

But Christensen, a Sandy Republican, said he hasn’t received any con- 
stituent complaints. Besides, he added, “I hate speeders.” 

Photo radar is now ticketing speeders in West Valley City, Garland, 
Wellington and Huntington. Its use is being considered in Sandy, Murray, 
West Jordan, Salt Lake, Ogden and Layton. 


Clinton, Brown spar on flat-tax policy 


NEW YORK — Democratic front-runner Bill Clinton slashed at Jerry 
Brown’s proposed 13 percent flat tax Saturday, saying it would put money in 
his pocket — and probably Brown’s as well — while hurting the poor. 

Brown shot back that the Arkansas governor had “invented another big lie” 
about the flat tax as the Democratic presidential race intensified in advance of 
the state’s critical April 7 primary. 

“My wife and I have released our tax returns, you can look at them,” Clinton 
said as he campaigned at a Queens diner in advance of New York’s April 7 
presidential primary. 

“We'd make a lot of money on Jerry Brown’s plan, because we don’t consume 
that much of our income and 13 percent is a lot less than we normally pay,” 
Clinton said. “I bet Jerry Brown would make a lot of money on his tax plan. He 
ought to release his tax returns and we can see.” 

About 200 lunch-time diner patrons gave the Arkansas governor a warm 
round of applause. 


Utahns still to pick attorney general 


SALT LAKE CITY — A poll shows no standout candidates yet in the race 
for Utah attorney general. 

The survey, conducted by Dan Jones & Associates for the Deseret News and 
KSL-TV and published Sunday, shows 60 percent of Utahns undecided about 
who should be the state’s top law enforcement official. 

Democratic Attorney General Paul Van Dam has announced he will not seek 
a second term. 

So far, only one candidate — Republican Michael Deamer — has filed for the 
seat, although several other local lawyers have been named as possible con- 
tenders. The filing deadline is April 15. 

Deamer, who was chief deputy for former GOP attorneys general Robert 
Hansen and Vernon Romney, has 12 percent support among the 604 Utahns 
polled March 3-4. The poll has a margin of error of plus or minus 4 percent. 

He is tied with Democrat Frank Pignanelli, currently the minority leader in 
the Utah House. 


National Arts Endowment chair resigns 


WASHINGTON — The government’s role in funding the arts faces new 
scrutiny as John E. Frohnmayer steps down after three years as chairman of 
the politically buffeted National Endowment for the Arts. 

Not all the attention comes from the conservative politicians and religious 
fundamentalists who have so noisily sought to restrict the endowment’s grant- 
making power — and finally forced Frohnmayer from office. 

Patrick J. Buchanan made it an issue in his quest for the Republican 
presidential nomination, demanding that the agency be closed and fumigated 
aa giving funds to “filthy and blasphemous art,” some of it explicitly homosex- 
ua 

“It’s very tough to say what is art and what is not art and perhaps we ought 
to get out of that business,” Rich Bond, chairman of the Republican Party, aay 
in a recent television inter view, 

President Bush, accepting the resignation from Frohnmayer that the Whitd 
House had demanded, said he was unhappy with some of the art the endow- 
ment had supported. 

White House spokeswoman Judy Smith said no timetable had been set for 
nominating a successor. Frohnmayer, who leaves office May 1, said recently 
that he doesn’t expect a new chairman to be named until after the November 
presidential election.

THE HAGUE, Netherlands — 
Libya went on the offensive at the 
World Court on Saturday, suggest- 
ing it had been a victim of U.S. ter- 
rorism and accusing Washington 
and London of trampling interna- 
tional law. 

The United States counterat- 
tacked, detailing evidence to link 
Libya to terror bombings in West- 
ern Europe. Britain, for its part, 
scoffed at the notion that the Tripoli 
government was fit to judge the 
guilt or innocence of suspects in the 
1988 bombing of Pan Am Flight 103 
over Lockerbie, Scotland. 

Libya is seeking an emergency 
injunction against the United 
States and Britain to prevent sanc- 
tions or the use of force to win the 


Libya on the offense, 
accuses U.S., London 


extradition of the two Libyans sus- 
pected in the Pan Am bombing. 

A World Court ruling is expected 
in about three weeks, although the 
16-judge court, a U.N. body, has no 
enforcement powers. 

Libya has denied involvement in 
the Pan Am bombing and told the 
court it is unconvinced of the guilt of 
the suspects. It claims it has already 
complied with international law by 
investigating them. 

The United States, Britain and 
France are promoting a U.N. air and 
trade embargo against Tripoli to 
force surrender of the suspects. The 
sanctions are expected to be imposed 
by the Security Council this week. 

The third day of hearings at the 
U.N. judicial body was given over to 
rebuttals. Libya led off and the 
United States and Britain followed.

have earned a reputation for being 
extreme loyalists. They travel for 
hours from obscure places like Lusk, 
Baggs and Wamsutter, just to cheer 
on their favorite teams and harass 
their opponents. 

Some even take time off from work 
in order to make the seemingly end- 
less trip to what has been called the 
Gem City. 

The unique surroundings of Wyo- 
ming, in fact, make Cowboy fans 
some of the most unique in the world. 
More than 80 percent of the state’s 
population live more than an hour 
away from Laramie, but still thou- 
sands make the trek across the High 
Plains on any given game day. 

UW Athletic Director Paul Roach, 
who held a dual position as head foot- 
ball coach from 1987 to 1991, said al- 
though the state is “thinly populated’ E 
there is a strong contingent of fans 
whose dedication never wavers. 

“First of all we have no divided loy- 
alty in the state since there is only one 
university,” Roach said. “We have 
tremendous and unified support. The 
people and fans in our state are 

strong-minded people and they take a 
great deal of pride in the program.” 

In the fall, droves of fans with ther- 
moses full of anything hot, make 
weekly pilgrimages to War Memorial 
Stadium — the mecca for Poke fans. 

War Memorial Stadium is the only 
Division I stadium that holds more 
people (33,500) than live in the town it

graduate,” Hale said. 

At BYU, very few athletes make it 
into the pros. “For basketball, less 
than one a year makes it to the pros. 
For football, maybe two or three per 
year make it,” Hale said. 

At Notre Dame, the top priority for 
most students, athletes or not, is 
graduation. Academics are heavily 
emphasized. 

“We had one of the very first aca- 
demic advisement programs among 
major universities,” said John 
Heisler, athletic director at Notre 
Dame. 

With the university’s extensive tu- 
toring programs for athletes, falling 
behind is difficult because the stu- 
dents are monitored so closely. 

Heisler said the time has come that 
it’s “not enough that you’re a great 
athlete. You must be academic as 
well.” Athletes at Notre Dame must 
maintain a 2.0 GPA each semester to 
play sports. Senior basketball player 
LaPhonso Ellis was ineligible to play 
basketball for half of his sophomore 
and junior years because he was on 
academic probation. 

“Ellis chose to major in accounting 
which was very demanding for him. 
He had to learn his lesson the hard 
way and was unable to play. But be- 
cause of his outstanding senior year in 
basketball, he will be a very high 
draft choice,” Heisler said.

When the stadium is 
filled, it becomes the third largest city 
in the state. 

In 1990, Wyoming experienced its 
first sell-out in its history when the 
Cowboys played BYU on November 
10 for the WAC Championship. More 
than 34,000 fans jammed the stadium, 
making it one of the single largest 
gatherings of Wyomingites in the 
state’s 101-year history. 

The Cowboy football team made 
back-to-back road trips to the Holiday 
Bowl in San Diego during the late 
1980s and nearly 10 percent of the 
state followed them. 

Basketball season is no different. 

At one point during the 1986-87 
season, Wyoming was ranked in the 
Top 5 of the Associated Press poll and 
Cowboy madness hit new heights. 

Students were camping out in front 
of the Arena enduring blizzard-like 
conditions and sub-freezing weather 
just to get good seats for WAC 
games. 

The students’ actions prompted the 
university to set a new student ticket 
policy which would keep the fans in- 
doors, and in class. 

Wyoming’s athletic programs have 
experienced a bit of a drought in the 
last few years, with the exception of a 
trip to the Copper Bow! in 1990 and a 
bid to the NIT basketball tournament 
last spring. But the spirit of Wyoming 
fans has been unyielding and if the 
history and the legacy of the Cowboys 
continues, the spirit will continue.

Christian philosophers 
enjoy BYU conference

The Society of Christian Philoso- 
phers recently held their annual con- 
ference for the first time at BYU. 

David Paulsen, a professor of phi- 
losophy at BYU and organizer of the 
conference, said when it was an- 
nounced that the conference was to be 
held at BYU, someone sent a letter of 
protest to the society’s president, 
George Mavrodes, saying Mormons 
aren't Christian. Mavrodes  re- 
sponded by saying that the only re- 
quirements for being a member were 
that each person claims to be a Chris- 
tian and a philosopher. 

Paulsen said about 90 people at- 
tended the conference from schools 
such as Notre Dame, the University 
of California at Los Angeles and the 
University of Michigan. In addition, 
participants came from Japan, Nige- 
ria and British Columbia. 

Paulsen said seven BYU faculty 
members presented papers and 45 pa- 
pers were submitted from the partici- 
pants. 

Paulsen said the feedback from 
those who attended has been good. 
He said people really liked having the 
striking mountains as a setting for the 
conference. Paulsen said he has re- 
ceived letters with kind comments 
from those who attended. 

He said the highlight of the confer- 
ence is when they had a non-denomi- 
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national worship service in the Provo 
Tabernacle. This, along with other 
events helped to bring about a sense 
of ney for those who attended, he 
said. 

Paulsen said Christian unity is not 
an attempt to merge religions, but to 
work together for common aims and 
common values. 

K. Codell Carter, a professor of 
philosophy at BYU said the confer- 
ence dealt with the problem of evil 
with a benevolent God and problems 
in Christianity. Papers submitted 
provided different insights or new 
perspectives to the problem. 

“The issues will always be alive — 
someone will offer a new opinion, re- 
buttal or new argument,” Paulsen 
said. 

Paulsen said conference goers ex- 
plored the implications of Christian 
values. He said they also compared 
Christian values with environmental 
issues and attitudes towards abor- 
tion. 

Another benefit to the conference 
was having a better relationship with 
other Christians in Utah Valley, 
Paulsen said. Some ministers feel iso- 
lated here; not because they are 
treated badly, but because they are 
ignored, Paulsen said. “This was a 
first small step,” he said. 

Carter said the conference was a 
great success because the leading fig- 
ures in contemporary philosophy at- 
tended.

LDS clash with Nazis in play

Any BYU student who doesn’t see the play 
“Huebener” will regret missing this unique LDS 
experience. 

The theater department has truly saved its best 
for last this semester. “Huebener” could easily be 
one of the best plays performed at BYU. 

Written by Thomas F. Rogers, professor of Ger- 
manic and Slavic Languages, the play depicts the 
true story of three LDS youth living in Nazi Ger- 

Helmuth Huebener at age 16 organizes a Nazi 
resistance movement with the help of friends Karl- 
Heinz Schnibbe and Rudi Wobbe. 

Together they secretly pass out leaflets critical of 
the Nazis to community members and leaders. 

The play vividly illustrates the conflict the boys 
have with being members of the Church living in 
Nazi society. A particularly moving scene recounts 
the branch president’s approval of a sign posted on 
the LDS meetinghouse door barring Jews from 
entry. The three tear the sign down and agree to 
keep their dealings top secret. 

Intellectually gifted and intensely intrigued by 
current events, Helmuth obtains a radio from his 
brother Gerhard and illegally tunes into the BBC. 
As he hears accounts of war news, he confirms his 
suspicions about Nazi propaganda. As a faithful 
Latter-day Saint, he cannot reconcile obedience to 
this leadership with his faith in the Gospel of Jesus 


Christ. 

Joseph Riddle plays the intense role of 
Huebener. The audience nervously watches every 
move he makes marveling at his courage. He was so 
believable that for a moment the reviewers thought 
he was the actual Huebener and neglected to cri- 
tique his acting. The play compares Huebener on 
many occasions to Joseph Smith, who similarly was 
martyred for standing up for what he believed in. 

The confused branch president is played by 
Corey A. Ewan. Awkwardly, he reconciles his as- 
sociation with the Church and Nazi loyalties by 
quoting the Twelfth Article of Faith, which refers 
to members being subject to the government. 

The play certainly hits close to home in many of 
itssportrayals of LDS ‘life. ‘Sacrament and Priest- 
hood meetings are portrayedas well as’ Bishop’s 
interviews. Characters refer to scriptures to ver- 
balize the debate between duty to law and con- 
science. 

Such dialogue sharpens the impact of the story 
for members of the LDS Church. 

The set and lights merge seamlessly with the 
dialogue and support the story symbolically and 
artistically. The set consists of spiked lattices 
which loom above the stage. The swastika-shaped 
stage reflects the foreboding influence of the Third 
Reich in World War II Germany. The atmosphere 
feels smothered and accurately represents a trying 
period of German history. As the play progresses 
and Helmuth’s faith perseveres, the structures on 
stage gradually disappear. In the final scene, his 
family toasts his memory on a virtually uncluttered 
stage. 

Oppression is further depicted by dim lighting in 


the first scenes. After several scenes, a welcome 
sense of hope is created by a significant light 
change. As the boys commit to their mission of 
distributing the flyers, a shard of bright yellow 
illuminates their faces. 

Eerie red light dominates the final scenes. As 
Huebener and his friends stand before the notori- 
ous Blood Red Court, a wash of red light projects 
sinister swastikas onto the backdrop. 

Huebener’s execution is also depicted with spe- 
cial effect in red shadow. 

Costuming in the court scene is startling. The 
judges wear red robes reminiscent of something 
Satan’s counselors in Hell would wear. 

“Huebener” is an intense tribute to an inspiring 
Latter-day Saint. His noble*spirit emanates from 
the stage and resounding truth is felt in'the heart of 
the viewer. 

BYU’s production takes the audience back in 
time away from the Pardoe Theater and leaves 
them better for having come. 

A standing ovation was given at the end of the 
play the first few nights to an audience member 
viewing the play from the front row. 

The sole survivor of the saga, Karl-Heinz 
Schnibbe, hugged actors after the curtain call and 
gave a “thumbs-up” to the play. The effect was 
truly touching. 

The play runs through April 11 at the Pardoe 
Theater in the HFAC. Those wishing to preview 
the script may purchase copies of “Huebener” at 
the BYU Bookstore.

The other two teams in the Final 
Four are the University of Michi- 
gan, who defeated Ohio State, 75- 
71, and Cincinnati who won 88-57 
against Memphis State on Sunday.

Sports help, hinder schools 


Communities enjoy entertainment, spirit, but dislike traffic

University athletic programs con- 
tribute far 
more to uni- 
versity and 
community 
life than they 
take away, 
city officials, 
university ad- 
ministrators, 
faculty,  stu- 
dents and ath- 
letes agree. 

Major advantages of having a uni- 
versity athletic program are publicity 
for the university, entertainment for 
the fans, economic development and 
employment opportunities for the 
community and additional opportuni- 
ties for the students who participate 
in the program. 

Even with all of these advantages, 
there are some negative aspects to 
university athletic programs. 

The expense of the programs, pref- 
erential treatment for the athletes, 
chronic losing, abuses of the athletic 
programs and the traffic in the com- 
munity are some problems associated 
with athletic programs. 


Joe Hernandez, director of sports 
information at Ball State University 
in Muncie, Ind., said high exposure 
for the university is a benefit of hav- 
ing an athletic program. 

The high cost of running an athletic 
program is a disadvantage often cited 
by opponents of athletic programs. 
Zobell said BYU is one of the few 
universities with an athletic program 
that makes money. 

David Dominick, mayor of Muncie, 
Ind., said he appreciates the athletic 
programs because of the entertain- 
ment they provided for the citizens of 
the community. 

Jason Pyrah, 22, ajunior in athletic 
training at BYU from Willard, Mo., 
participates in indoor track, outdoor 
track and cross country track. He said 
athletics provide cheap entertain- 
ment for students on tight budgets. 

Ted Leland, athletic director at 
Stanford University, said although 
athletic programs provide many ben- 
efits, if not run correctly, they can 
provide many problems. 

Leland said athletic programs can 
teach athletes that athletic prowess 
can overcome everything in life. Pref- 
erential treatment, such as better liv- 
ing facilities, better food and different 
educational requirements teaches 


athletes they don’t have to live by the 
same standards as everyone else, 
Leland said. 

Dominick said university athletic 
programs provide employment and 
economic development opportunities 
to communities. “When people come 
to the sporting events, they spend 
money,” he said. 

Chronic losing doesn’t help anyone, 
Leland said. Ifa team loses all or most 
of the time, school spirit is definitely 
affected for the worse, he said. 

Pyrah said people complain a lot 
about athletes and athletic programs 
without knowing the whole story. “If 
they only knew what kind of life we 
have to lead to be in sports,” he said. 

Pyrah said it is hard to balance his 
schedule. 

Abuses of athletic programs are 
usually well publicized, as is the case 
with University of Nevada at Las Ve- 
gas. This negative publicity is detri- 
mental to the university. 

Leland said losing the balance of 
academics could be a problem with 
athletic programs. 

Zubell said, “We think of our ath- 
letes as students first, athletes sec- 
ond.” He said this focus helps them 
work with the athletes and assist 
them with their educational needs. 


Football, basketball teams make profit

Though universities around the 
country have 
similar budgets 
for athletics, 
they don’t al- 
ways get 
money from the 
same sources. 

University of 
Michigan’s ath- 
letic programs 
do not receive 
any subsidies 
and maintain 
themselves. Jim Balgooyen, Athletic 
Department business manager at U 
of M, said, “Our athletic program is 
self-supporting.” The main sources of 
revenue at Michigan are ticket sales, 
television and radio contracts and 
some private contributions. 

At U of M, football and men’s bas- 
ketball bring in the biggest revenue 
and therefore require the most in- 
vestment. 

Balgooyen said,“Obviously football 
has more players and needs more 
money, but with basketball, you have 


Utah AIDS charity 
begins campaign to 
raise awareness

SAET EAKE CITY — The Utah 
AIDS Foundation has unveiled a bus- 
board campaign featuring the faces of 
four Utahns with the killer virus, in- 
cluding a bisexual father of two. 

“There is a terrible stigma that 
goes along with AIDS,” said Larry 
Brown, who says his 15-year-old son 
and 8-year-old daughter support his 
decision to allow his face on Utah 
Transit Authority bus posters. 

“We want to eliminate that stigma 
and let people know AIDS affects 
people across the board,” he said. 

The advertising campaign is 
dubbed “Utahns with HIV, the Risk 
is Real.” Ted Fairchild, chairman of 
the Utah AIDS Foundation board, 
said it isdesigned to make Utahns re- 
alize real people are contracting and 
dying from the disease. 

“T am struck by the ignorance that 
still exists in our state about HIV in- 
fection,” Fairchild said. “HIV infec- 
tion is not about some nebulous 
‘them,’ it’s about us. It’s about you 
and me and every other human be- 
ing.” 

The number of new AIDS cases in 
Utah each year could more than 
quadruple by the year 2000, the Utah 
Department of Health estimates. 
Utah recently topped 500 reported 
AIDS cases. 

The bus poster campaign is funded 
by a grant from the Utah Medical As- 
sociation. 


to spend at a certain level to be com- 
petitive.” 

The revenue from these teams es- 
sentially supports the rest of the ath- 
letic programs. 

“If these sports fail, the other 
sports fail,” Balgooyen said. 

The university has a stadium with 
101,700 capacity and the basketball 
arena will hold 13,600 people. 

Like U of M, University of Miami 
sports are not subsidized by the state 
or the university, Larry Wahl, associ- 
ate athletic director for communica- 
tions, said. “The school’s biggest rev- 
enue comes from ticket sales, 
donations and television/radio broad- 
casts.” 

One unique aspect of this private 
university 1s baseball is one of the top 
three income producing sports in ad- 
dition to football and men’s basket- 
ball, Wahl said. 

“Of college baseball programs, 90 
percent don’t generate revenue and 
Miami is one of a handful of teams that 
does,” he said. 

When budgeting, coaches and key 
administrators sit down and discuss 
which programs need how much. 
“However, the coaches rarely get as 


much funding as they want,” Wahl 
said. 

U of Miami uses city facilities for 
some sports and has on-campus facili- 
ties for others. The football team 
plays at the Orange Bowl while the 
men’s basketball team plays at the 
Miami Arena, home of the Miami 
Heat. 

University of California at Los An- 
geles has a few sources of profit from 
athletics. Ken Weiner, Athletic De- 
partment associate director, said 
football and men’s basketball are the 
only sports that bring in a profit for 
the university through ticket sales. 

UCLA athletic programs are subsi- 
dized by the state and the university. 

Because football and men’s basket- 
ball make money for the school, they 
are also budgeted the most money. 
There are several costs involved with 
each program such as books, travel, 
uniforms and such, Weiner said. “An- 
nually, we have to look at each indi- 
vidual program and the budget his- 
tory to make allotments.” 

“Hach year we have to make cuts,” 
Weiner said. This year UCLA has 21 
athletic programs which is down from 
23 just one year ago.

Trisha Sul- 
len, athletic co- 
ordinator at the University of Okla- 
homa in Stillwater, said despite 
public and athlete interest, some- 
times schools drop intercollegiate 
sports and most club sports never 
progress to intercollegiate level be- 
cause of a lack of funds. 

“Maintenance of these teams is 
incredibly expensive. As much as 
we’d like to provide intercollegiate 
status for all our clubs, it simply 
isn’t feasible.” 

BYU’s athletic program is differ- 
ent from other schools’. BYU has an 
unusually high student interest at 
the intramural level. 

Bruce Holley, administrator of the 
physical education department, said 
about 80 percent of males and 60 per- 
cent of females participate in at least 
one of the 55 sports events available 
to students. “Many schools together 
probably don’t have the support we 
have,” Holley said. 

Student support is also very 
strong at the club and extramural 
level where players are selected 
from try-outs and travel to other

schools to compete. 

Once the extramural teams have 
tasted the thrill of competition, they 
usually petition for intercollegiate 
status, said Glen Tuckett, adminis- 
trator for the physical education de- 
partment. 

Considerations at the university 
level are mostly monetary: how 
much will this team cost and what 
will it make? 

Marla Banks, 22, a senior from 
Oakton, Va., said, “I played for the 
women’s soccer team that wasn’t re- 
ally well-known. It wasn’t a priority 
in extramural office because we 
didn’t sell many tickets. That’s sad 
when sports are ignored because 
they aren’t popular.” 

A BYU club or extramural team 
wanting official status must review 
with the P.E. board, apply for 
NCAA admission and then demon- 
strate why they think they should 
move up, Tuckett said. 

Carl McGown, BYU men’s volley- 
ball coach, whose team was granted 
NCAA varsity status, said budget 
and support has increased. 

““BYU takes care of varsity sports. 
Our budget increased immensely,” 
McGown said. 

Many school don’t consider the op- 
tion of upward extramural mobility. 

Becky Wanless of the recreation 
office at the University of Washing- 
ton said the intercollegiate office and 
the clubs are completely separate 
entities. 

Intramural and extramural sports 
don’t bring the fame of intercolle- 
giate sports and as colleges are cut- 
ting sports budgets, clubs are not

times a year on the personal level, but 
you develop more of a relationship 
with your position coach because you 
work closely with him every day,”said 
Willy Tate, tight end for the Univer- 
sity of Oregon football team. 

“In college football the coach is 
more the orchestrator of the whole 
program; he doesn’t have time to de- 
velop close relationships with all of his 
players. 

“He wants you to become a better 
person and to do well in school, but he 
can’t be there to guide you along ev- 
ery day,” Tate said. 

For football players, the most per- 
sonal contact is with the position 
coaches who work with the players on 
a daily basis. 

Tate said his position coach has be- 
come a good friend to most of his play- 
ers; he keeps up on the players’ per- 
sonal lives as well as their progress in 
school. 

Yet when it comes to deciding who 
the starters will be, the coach has to 
put these friendships aside. 


“It’s a trying situation for the posi- 
tion coach because although he knows 
us all well, he has to put the guy out on 
the field who will do the best job.” 

A football player from Stanford, 
Herbie Berry, noted the business-like 
atmosphere that coach Dennis Green, 
now the head coach of the Minnesota 
Vikings, brought to the team. 

“He wasn’t very personable; it was 
all a business to him. 

“He tried to keep relationships dis- 
tant with the players. I think he felt 
that he was better able to do his job 
that way.” 

Although Berry didn’t know Coach 
Green very well, he said Green influ- 
enced him. 

“T looked at him and saw a black guy 
who worked hard to get where he was 
and was doing good at running a tough 
program. I respected that.” 

In other sports, the smaller team 
sizes allow the coaches to develop 
closer ties with their players.

NCAA strictly regulates recruiters

Athletic recruiters have always 
concentrated 
on one thing — 
how to get the 
best players to 
come to their 
schools. 

But because 
of recent 
NCAA crack- 
downs on ques- 
tionable re- 
eruiting 
practices, athletic recruiters now 
worry about how to get the best play- 
ers to come to their school without 
violating regulations. 

Chris Pella, BYU’s assistant foot- 
ball coach and recruiting coordinator 
for football, said BYU often receives 
referrals from somebody affiliated 
with BYU when there is a strong 
LDS athlete. 

He said athletes with strong inter- 

. est in BYU sometimes contact the 
school themselves. 

To find other potential athletes, 


BYU’s head coach and _ assistant 
coaches are each assigned a geo- 
graphic area of the United States for 
scouting and research. 

Southern Methodist University in 
Texas uses mailings, more than 1,500 
for the football program this year 
alone, and professional surveys to 
gather names, said Bill Weidner, 
SMU athletics recruiting coordina- 
tor. 

The University of Oklahoma uses 
another common tactic. The “Crim- 
son-n-Cream” recruiting group con- 
sists of 52 women who host recruiting 
lunches and personal tours for poten- 
tial athletes, said Shelle Kirby, stu- 
dent director of “Crimson-n-Cream.” 

Pella said BY U’s football recruiters 
don’t have to go out of their way to 
“sell” BY U because ofits strong repu- 
tation for football and religion. 

Kirby said most athletes visit U of 
O because they are interested in the 
athletic program and then the rest of 
the school. But Kirby said that isn’t 
hard. 

“We've got the most merit scholars 
than any: other school in the Big 8. 
We've got one of the best engineering 


programs in the Big 8. We have our 
own law school and medical school, 
and we offer over 80 degree pro- 
grams.” 

Some schools are more concerned 
about NCAA regulations than others 
are. 

Because of football recruiting viola- 
tions in the past, the U of O has a 
full-time assistant who acts as a li- 
aison with the NCAA, Kirby said. 

“We're constantly audited to make 
sure we're keeping up with proce- 
dures and keeping really good books. 
We have to write down if we buy a 
Coke for a guy.” 

SMU also has a full-time “compli- 
ance director” to prevent future re- 
cruiting mistakes. 

Weidner said the recruiting viola- 
tions which caused the death of 
SMU’s football program about five 
year's ago occur red in “the prehistoric 


ge. 

BYU doesn’t have an NCAA liaison 
and, so far, hasn’t needed one. Pella 
said,“We are probably only one of 
about four or five schools in the coun- 
try that have never been in trouble. 
We hope to keep it that way.” 


‘Gotti case a ‘glorified frame-up,’ defense says

NEW YORK — The case against 
John Gotti is a “glorified frame-up” by 
an overambitious prosecutor, a de- 
fense lawyer said Saturday in the 
racketeering trial of the nation’s most 
recognizable crime figure. 

Anthony Cardinale, representing 
Gotti co-defendant Frankie Locascio, 
made a combative summation aimed 
at the credibility of Assistant U.S. 
Attorney John Gleeson and the gov- 
ernment’s star witness, Salvatore 
“Sammy Bull’ Gravano. 

Cardinale said law enforcers were 
wrong about their interpretations of 
hours of FBI surveillance tapes that 
allegedly show Gotti talking about 
mob murders and other crimes. 


Nine days of testimony from Gra- 
vano were not believable, Cardinale 
said. The man who had been Gotti’s 
close friend and ally will say anything 
to save himself, Cardinale said. “Sam 
Gravano is a treacherous survivor,” 
he said. He dismissed the prosecu- 
tion’s case as “nothing but a glorified 
frame-up.” 

Albert Krieger, Gotti’s lawyer, 
told jurors the government had no 
firm evidence connecting Gotti to 
case’s centerpiece — the Dec. 16, 
1985, assassinations of the former 
Gambino boss, Paul Castellano, and 
his bodyguard, Thomas Bilotti. 

Krieger said Gotti’s “flat-out de- 
nial” of involvement in the Castellano 
hit is hear d ee times on the gov- 
ernment’s surveillance tapes, but the

Convict’s suicide attempts 
were actually failed escapes

SALT LAKE CITY — Two previ- 
ously reported suicide attempts by 
hospital hostage-taker Richard Wor- 
thington were actually failed escape 
attempts, according to prosecutors 
and lawmen. 

Deputy Salt Lake County Attorney 
Kent Morgan said he will warn prison 
officials that the 40-year-old Wor- 
thington is an escape risk. 

Worthington last week was sen- 
tenced to a 35-year-to-life prison term 
for killing a nurse and holding seven 
people hostage during a Sept. 21 
standoff at a Salt Lake County mater- 
nity hospital. 

“That’s what I’m going to tell the 
Board of Pardons, that this guy’s an 
escape risk,” said Deputy Salt Lake 
County Attorney Kent Morgan. 

Reports of the escape attempts ap- 
peared Saturday in a copyright story 
in the Deseret News. 

The first occurred on Dec. 18, when 
Worthington threw himself backward 
from his bunk. He was taken to Uni- 
versity Hospital for treatment of a cut

It turned out that Worthington had 
slipped into the nurse’s office from an 
adjoining interview room, where he 
had gone earlier to sharpen pencils.
